Treatment of Burns. 

Burns may be otdinary, but they lo 
none of their smart because of the ease 
with which they are acquired: Some 
persons seem to have a perfect genius 
for getting burned. If they strike a 
match, it breaks and scorches them, 
while a visit to the kitchen ends in a 
burn from the oven or a scald from hot 
water or steam. Of course the right 
thing to do with a burn fs to get it 
away from all contact with the air and 
to do this with all possible haste. 

The necessary articles for the treat- 
ment should be on hand, and they are 
baking soda—not washing soda, notice 
—fresh fat of some sort and several 
thicknesses of cotton cloth. It is an 
excellent plan to have a bottle of car- 
ron oil ready for such emergencies, 
Carron oil is made by shaking together 
equal parts of linseed oil and limewa- 
ter. If the skin is broken over the 
burn, use the oil without the soda. 
Otherwise moisten the soda with olive 
oil or sweet oil or even lard or cold 
cream and apply it. Over this wrap 
the cloth. Cotton batting is often used 
for covering the burn and keeping out 
the air, but it is not to be recommend- 
ed. It is not a good plan to use flour, 
dusting it over a burn, for it frequently 
hardens and is of little comfort. 

One of the simplest measures for a 
superficial burn is to apply the white of 
ean egg with a soft piece of old muslin, 
adding more as it dries. 


An Anecdote of Verdi. 

The first production of Verdi’s op- 
era “Othello” took place at Milan, and 
all the prominent musical critics of Ev- 
rope foregathered in the Cathedral 
City in honor of the occasion. Among 
them was a Parisian journalist of wide 
reputation and admitted authority in 
the musical world. His first care on 
his arrival in Milan was to seek out 
Verdi and ask to be allowed to be pres- 
ent at one of the final rehearsals. 

The composer received him with ex- 
treme politeness, but replied that he 
could not possibly grant his request, 
as he had decided that the rehearsals 
were to be absolutely private, and he 
could not make an exception in the fa- 
vor of any one journalist, however dis- 
tinguished. 

The Paris critic, far from pleased at 
this answer, protested that In these 
circumstances his account of the opera 
might not be all he should like it to 
be. “You se,” he explained to the 
composer, who affected not quite to 
understand, “I shall have to telegraph 
my article the same evening. It will 
necessarily be hastily written, and the 
impression in Paris the next day may 
suffer in consequence.” 

But Verdi was more than equal to 
the occasion. “My dear sir,” he made 
answer, “1 do not write for ‘the next 
day.’” The critic bowed himself out.

Food of Prehistoric Man, 

Upon examining some skulls dating 
back from the stone age Mr. Charters 
White, M. R. ©. S., noted that several 
of the teeth, although quite free from 
caries, were thickly coated with tartar. 
It occurred to him that it would be 
possible by a rough analysis to identify, 
any particles of food that might be im- 
bedded in this natural concrete and so 
reveal the character of the aliment 
partaken of by prehistoric man. Dis- 
solving the tartar in a weak acid, a 
residue was left which, under the mi- 
croscope, was found to consist of corn- 
husk particles, hairs from the outside 
of the husks, spiral vessels from vege- 
tables, particles of starch, the point of 
a fish tooth, a conglomeration of oval 
cells probably of fruit, the barblets of 
down and portions of wool. 

In addition to this varied list were 
some round red bodies the origin of 
which defied detection and many sandy 
particles, some relating to quartz and 
some to flint. These mineral fragments 
were very likely attributable to the 
rough stones used in grinding the corn 
and would account for the erosion of 
the masticating surfaces, which in 
many cases was strongly marked. This 
inquiry into the food of men who lived 
not less than 4,000 years ago is a mat- 
ter of great archeological interest. 


Poor Opera Glasses, 

“Cheap opera glasses are an aboml- 
nation,” said an eye specialist recently.

N. W. T, MURDER 


ARTHUR BIOLETTA SHOOTS HIS 
BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


Biolletta Claims the Deed was Com- 


mitted in Self-Defence—He Gives 
Himself Up. 


Innisfail, N. W. T., April 17.—Con- 
siderable excitement was caused here 
yesterday when it became known that 
a murder had been committed close 
to the town. ‘The perpetrator of the 
deed was Arthur Boiletta, a section- 
man, employed on the Innisfail sec- 
tion of the C. & E, railway, who 
shot and killed his brother-in-law, 
David Karr, 

Karr and his family were living on 
a rented place about seven miles out. 
Karr was in town yesterday in con- 
nection with some family troubles. 
He went out in the afternoon. Bio- 
letta followed him, taking a six- 
shooter with him. When he reached 
his relative’s pluce he called Karr 
out. The latter refused at first to 
come out, but eventually decided, 
and went out to see what Bioletta 
wanted. The latter says that Karr 
chased him with an axe, and that he 
shot him in self defence. The police 
constable and the coroner being no- 
tified went out and found Karr lying 
about 30 yards from the house with 
two bullet holes in him, one through 
the heart, the other in the head. ..Bi- 
oletta, who had stayed at the house 
all night, gave himself up and assist- 
ed to move the body into a wagon. 


FLOODS IN DAUPHIN. 

Portage la Prairie, Man., April 17. 
—Passengers on the Dauphin line, 
who reached here last nightf brought 
news of serious damage in the north 
caused by spring freshets and floods. 
At Wilson’ River, near Bowesman, 
which is some distance north of Dau- 
phin on the railway line, the rail- 
way bridge has been swept away. 
The bridge across the rolling river, 
it is also reported, is in great dan- 
ger, and is liable to be carried off by 
the floods, while the structure over 
the Mossy river is held in position 
only by the strenuous efforts of the 
railroad mem on the scene, who have 
by means of chains and ropes — pre- 
vented it from being washed out. As 
a result of these depredations tratlic 
in the northern part of the province, 
tributary to these lines, will be sus- 
pended for some days. 

The heavy fall of snow yesterday 
will delay seeding operations here 
for some days. lt is generally pre- 
dicted, however, that the snowfall 
will result beneficially to farmers as 
the few dys’ postponement of seed- 
ing will have no serious effect, while 
the soil will be in better condition 
to receive the grain.

The only chance for escape was to 
stop the boat as 1t passed under the 
bridge. Mrs. Jeliison attempted to 
do this. She caught hold of one of 
the supports of the bridge and part- 
ly stopped the headway of the boat, 
but the momentum was too great, 


and the craft was carried on. Mrs. 
Jellison was left clinging to the 
bridge. She hung for a moment, 


then lost her hold and sank. Mrs. 
Jellisin’s efforts had reduced the 
speed of the boat sufficiently for Mrs. 
‘Trueworthy to get a firm hold of a 
projecting piece of the timber under 
the bridge, and she succeeded in stop- 
ping it until a line was imade fast. 
Men attracted by the screams of the 
women rescued them. Mrs. Jellison 
was 36 years of age. A husband and 
four small children survive her.

It 
is proposed to establish abbatoirs 
and refrigerators and establish o. cen- 
tral office.

Treatment of Burns. : 

Burns may be ordinary, but they lose 
none of their smart because of the ease 
with which they are acquired. Some 
perscns seem to have a perfect genius 
for getting burned. If they strike a 
match, it breaks and scorghes them, 
while a visit to the kitchen ends in a 
burn from the oven or a scald from hot 
water or steam. Of course the right 
thiag to do with a burn is to get it 
away from all contact with the air and 
to do this with all possible haste. 

The necessary articles for the treat- 
ment should be on hand, and they are 
baking soda—not washing soda, notice 
-—fresh fat of some sort and several 
thicknesses of cotton cloth. It is an 
excellent plan to have a bottle of car- 
ron oil ready for such emergencies, 
Carron oil is made by shaking together 
equal parts of linseed oil and limewa- 
ter. If the skin is broken over the 
burn, use the oil without the soda. 
Otherwise moisten the soda with olive 
oil or sweet oil or even lard or cold 
cream and apply it. Over this wrap 
the cloth. Cotton batting is often used 
for covering the burn and keeping out 
the air, but it is not to be recommend- 
ed. It is not a good plan to use flour, 
dusting it over a burn, for it frequently 
hardens and is of little comfort. 

One of the simplest measures for a 
superficial burn is to apply the white of 
an egg with a soft piece of old muslin, 
adding more as it dries. 


An Anecdote of Verdi. 

The first production of Verdl’s op- 
era “Othello” took place at Milan, and 
all the prominent musical critics of Eu- 
rope foregathered in the Cathedral 
City in honor of the occasion. Among 
them was a Parisian journalist of wide 
reputation and admitted authority in 
the musical world. His first care on 
his arrival in Milan was to seek out 
Verdi and ask to be allowed to be pres- 
ent at one of the final rehearsals, 

The composer received him with ex- 
treme politeness, but replied that he 
could not possibly grant his request, 
as he had decided that the rehearsals 
were to be absolutely private, and he 
could not make an exception in the fa- 
vor of any one journalist, however dis- 
tinguished. 

The Paris critic, far from pieased¢, at 
this answer, protested that in these 
circumstances his account of the opera 
might not be all he should like it to 
be. “You se,” he explained to the 
composer, who affected not quite to 
understand, “I shall have to telegraph 
my article the same evening. It will 
necessarily be hastily written, and the 
impression in Paris the next day may 
suffer in consequence.” 

But Verdi was more than equal to 
the occasion. ‘My dear sir,” he made 
answer, “I do not write for ‘the next 
day.’” The critic bowed himself out.

Food of Prehistoric Man. 

Upon examining some skulls dating 
back from the stone age Mr. Charters 
White, M. R. C. §., noted thet several 
of the teeth, although quite free from 
caries, were thickly coated with taftar. 
It occurred to him that it would be 
possible by a rough analysis to identify, 
any particles of food that might be im- 
bedded in this natural concrete and so 
reveal‘ the character of the aliment 
partaken of by prehistoric man. Dis- 
solving the tartar In a weak acid, a 
residue was left which, under the ml- 
croscope, was found to consist of corn- 
husk particles, hairs from the outside 
of the husks, spiral vessels from vege- 
tables, particles of starch, the point of 
a fish tooth, a conglomeration of oval 
cells probably of fruit, the barblets of 
down and portions of wool. 

In addition to this varied list were 
some round red bodies the origin of 
which defied detection and many sandy 
particles, some relating to quartz and 
some to flint. These mineral fragments 
were very likely attributable to the 
rough stones used in grinding the corn 
and would account for the erosion of 
the masticating surfaces, which in 
many cases was strongly marked. This 
inquiry into the food of men who lived . 
not less than 4,000 years agp is a mat- 
ter of great archeological interest.
